Groves, Mo., state director of the 
survey was here Friday in confer­ 
ence with A. M. Harlan who has 
been selected to assist in the work 
in Pettis county. 
This investigation Is a part of the 
program of the association which Is 
conducting a state wide survey of 
the processes of the administration! 
of justice in Missouri, having for its 
purpose the determination of any 
weaknesses in the criminal proced­ 
ural law.s, or their administration. 
The data that is being collected 
will, when completed, show what 
happened in every such case from j 
the time when the accused was ar­ 
rested until his case was finally dis- • 
posed of. 
After these records are | 
complete in one county in each I 
J udicial circuit and in the larger 
cities, the data will be tabulated 
and reduced to statistical tables. 
These tables will give a cross-sec­ 
tion of criminal justice in Missouri. 
The three metropolitan centers of 
St. Louis, St. J oseph, and Kansas 
City, and one county in each judi­ 
cial circuit in the state will be sur­ 
veyed. 
Outside of the large cities 
the county In each judicial circuit 
which sen(^ the largest number of 
criminals to our Institutions has 
been selected. 
Thus every Impor­ 
tant city in Missouri will be includ­ 
ed. This is highly desirable for the 
cities contribute the largest num­ 
ber of criminals. 
On the other 
hand representative rural counties 
will 
also 
be 
included, 
especially 
these 
near 
to 
the 
larger 
coun­ 
ties, because it is daily becoming 
more apparent that such communi­ 
ties are suffering from the depreda­ 
tions of city criminals who reach 
out for a radius of one hundred 
miles or more by the use of high 
powered automobiles on good roads. 
The center of interest in this sui' 
vey Is efficient administration of 
justice. 
There is no purpose to 
“ get” or criticise persons or offi­ 
cials. 
It Is rather to discover with 
the cooperation of public officials 
the ways and means by which crim­ 
inal justice in Missouri can be im­ 
proved. 
The fullest measure of co­ 
operation has been given in every 
place where the survey has been 
made and is assured in places later 
to be covered. 
It will at once be 
seen that such 
study 
as is 
now 
being made here and throughout the 
state Is only one branch of the 
work, the prevalence and increase 
in crime from which the public has 
suffered in 
recent 
years 
cannot 
properly be laid at the door of 
any 
single 
individual 
or 
depart­ 
ment of government. It is due to a 
combination of causes. 
What these causes are can only 
be determined from the facts, in all 
departments 
of 
the 
government 
having to do with the administra­ 
tion of the criminal laws in appre­ 
hending, prosecuting and punishing 
persons guilty of crime. 
There­ 
fore any accurate and fair study of 
the 
facts 
must 
Include 
all 
the 
facts. 
It has never been done be­ 
fore in Missouri, nor any other 
state in the union on a state-wide 
basis. 
When all the facts are gathered 
they will be subjected to close study 
and analysis by committees consist­ 
ing of citizens of Missouri selected 
for their experience and knowledge 
of the matters covered in each de­ 
partment. From this treatment it is 
expected that very definite sugges­ 
tions for Improvement can be made 
not only in the laws, but in the 
processes of their administration. 
Such suggestions backed by the 
facts should 
be 
impressive 
and 
should result in improvement where 
improvement is needed. 
The 
Missouri 
association 
for 
criminal justice was organized and 
incorporated last October 15 at a 
public meeting which was attended 
by representatives of nearly every 
important civic, business and labor 
organization in Missouri. 
The plan 
adopted at that time provides for a 
statewide organization which will 
enable representatives from every 
part of the state to participate in 
the work of the association. The ac­ 
tive membership consists of one 
representative from every such or­ 
ganization, and public officials hav­ 
ing to do with the administration of 
criminal justice in Missouri are ad­ 
mitted to associate membership. 
Already a number of such officials 
have become members of the organi­ 
zation, 
including

judges, prosecutors and state offi­ 
cers.

civic and commercial organizations 
have appointed representatives to 
membership in the association.

fasts ,advises Frederick Hoelzel, lay 
scientist of the University of Chica­ 
go pysciology departm ent. 
He has 
finished a 33 day fast which he be­ 
lieves is the world’s record. 
Prolonged hunger is not the ordeal 
that hunger strik ers would lead the 
public to think , he says, for he never 
felt te tte r in his life. He lost thirty 
pounds during the period of absten­ 
tion, but regained tw enty of it in less 
than eight days afterw ard. 
ra ste rs should go on a m eat diet 
im m ediately preceding their enforc­ 
ed hunger. 
Hoelzel did and felt per­ 
fectly normal the first two days of 
the fast. 
He had a hard time walk ­ 
ing from the third to the seventh 
day; then he experienced a 
slight 
weak ness. 
No distinct hunger was 
felt until after the third week . 
The desire for food after the third 
week overtopped everything else in 
life of the faster. All interest except 
in things to eat waned. 
Pains caus­ 
ed by co ntraction of the 
stomach 
prevented sleep. No headaches were 
experienced 
and hot 
w eather was 
found favorable. 
Hoelzel brok e the fast with orange 
juice. Ten days later he ate a pound 
of steak , a pound of shrimp, a pound 
of halibut and a pound of salmon. 
In the last 17 years Hoelzel has 
fasted more than 300 days. His next 
venture will be an attem pt to break 
his record of abstinence of 33 days 
and fourteen hours.
